3. The CBS tuterview was filaed and recorded in Hoseae several 

days before it was broadcast in the TJ.S. ConaequeixUy theie was 
elasultaneous broadcast in the USSR at the actual tine of the intervif v. , 
nor, so far as can be detsaewined, have sound or plotaia^l^rdei .at 
that tine been used by Soviet media since, Tl^ version, 

mentioned above, was read by an announce. f* newsreel is 

reported to have carried a aoot conoernlrtt the ^interview , tut not taker. 
froffl the interview. 


B. CcBipaneon B etween Khru^chev in Russia, and the %gUFh 

1, CBSffailed to obtain a recording ©f Khrushchev in fusslar ; arci 
unecz%Bhllng the sound from the version broadcast in the TTiS. Is, in 
pinion of OSIA engineers, not feasible, 

2, It hae been possible for native~i^eaking Bussians to catch 
exactly what Khrushchev said only here and there by listening attentlv»ai 
when the sound level is sufficiently bi^. Khrushchev rarely faced it a 
camera, but kept turned tward hie interviswera, so that lip-rs»Eing 

is not possible.

rather rambling reply to this, Schorr asked, "But are you s^dng

have been the tranalator’ s rather than Khrushchev’s, In general, ' hs 
translator lagged behind Khrushchev and s«®Btdiat smoothed out paesr gss 
which are shai^er in the Kussian. 

4, In answer to Sovins* question as to what the Soviet -Jnion 

would consider to be conditions under which it would feel auf f icier tly 
secure to withdrew from the countries in idaleh Soviet troo})S aro nt;w 
situated, Shnishchev was r<i^rt«d by the translator to hova said, n 
parti « We feel ouiaalves sufficUatly a nd are not afraid o 

angrthlngT^ In the Russian transcript, Khrushchev is quoted as aSy ng 
anly, "The estimation that w® are afxmid of scsaething doesnH h<^d for 
us. We fear nothing.,.**

long it would take to move Soviet troops txxm Izhutidc or Vlaiivoeti k 
to Efstem Germany , the Russian transcript says, siagjly, •frao. Irkutsk 
or Tladivostok," omittinfi: the possible destination. 

6, Other dS fferences la the two texts are minor matters of wo;-diiui 
or gramsar. 
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Up to June 9. the Soviet r&dio had publicized Khrushchev's 
ataterosnts on the C3S Interview in 172 broadcasts at hoes arc abn 
fhis r^resentad a voltuxe aDcoseded this year only by publicity for 
the Supreme Soviet sssslons, soma of the SatellltsB' visits to th« iSf 
and the Bulganin-Khrushchev visit to Finland. This total include re« 
broadcasts of axceafpts from the interview (although not ic ttiruahc 
voice), and comments on the interview ae part of broadcasts devoted 
to doBsstic or global tepics.
